Permit us to publicly express our full ap- 
proval and admiration of the timely remarks of 
Dr. Willis, in his excellent article in the Ban- 
ner of May 25. Having lately passed through 
the hazardous ordeal of “Spirit grabbing,” ns 
experienced by Mrs. Markee, though not with 
such serious results, we can sympathize with 
her in the risk she ran, and coincide with and 
commend for consideration Bro.
